Section  6 — Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three  months  old 
or  over  shall  annually  on  or  before  April  30  cause  it  to  be 
registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from 
the  first  day  of  the  ensuing  May,  in  the  oifice  of  the  clerk  of  the 
city  or  town  wherein  said  dog  is  kept,  and  shall  cause  it  to  wear 
around  its  neck  a  collar  distinctly  marked  with  its  owners  name, 
and  bearing  attached  to  said  collar  a  metal  tag  distinctly  marked 
with  its  registered  number.  Said  tag  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
clerk  at  the  expense  of  the  city  or  town  from  the  amount  received 
from  dog  license  fees. 

Section  18 — The  mayor  of  each  city  and  the  selectmen  of  each 
town  shall  annually  within  ten  days  from  May  first  issue  a 
warrant  to  one  or  more  police  officers  or  constables  directing 
them  to  proceed  forthwith  either  to  kill  or  cause  to  be  killed  all 
dogs  within  such  city  or  town  not  licensed  and  collared  according 
to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  to  enter  complaint  against 
the  owners  of  keepers  thereof;  and  any  person  may,  and  every 
police  officer  and  constable  shall  kill  or  caused  to  be  killed  all  such 
dogs  whenever  and  wherever  found.

To  the  Citizens  of  Cornish: 

Our  report  this  year  is  much  the  same  as  in  the  past.  Minor 
repairs  and  replacements  have  been  carried  out  as  planned.  The 
lockset  on  the  front  door  was  replaced  and  more  lights  installed 
in  the  attic.  This  year  we  plan  added  shelves  in  the  attic  to  hold 
Govt,  reports  that  are  only  occassionally  referred  to,  to  give  more 
room  in  the  bookstacks  in  the  reading  room.  The  earthquakes  of 
the  last  few  months  have  started  numerous  cracks  in  the  ceilings 
and  though  we  hope  no  further  damage  will  be  done,  we  must  be 
prepared  to  meet  expenses  of  repairs.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 


To  the  Cornish  School  Board: 

Three  teachers  are  teaching  in  the  same  positions  as  last  year, 
Mrs,  Winifred  Barton  at  the  South  School,  Mrs.  Merrill  Tatro  at 
the  Flat  School,  and  Mrs.  Marjorie  Kidder  at  the  Center  School. 
Mrs.  Rena  Tracy  has  been  transferred  from  the  Tracy  School  vo 
the  City  School.  Mrs.  Jane  Dahms,  an  experienced  teacher,  is  at 
the  Tracy  School,  and  Miss  Grace  Furphy,  a  successful  teacher 
at  West  Unity,  is  at  the  Chadbourne  School. 

With  the  exceptions  of  small  irritations  that  are  to  be  expect- 
ed in  connection  with  rural  schools,  work  in  progressing  well  in 
the  schools  of  Cornish.  The  moving  of  pupils  from  school  to  school 
works  a  hardship  on  the  pupils,  and  on  the  schools  involved,  as  well 
as  an  added  expense  to  the  book  and  supply  accounts.  However, 
we  must  expect  more  moving  about  until  economic  conditions 
return  to  normal. 

That  which  seems  most  important  to  bring  to  your  attention 
this  year  is  in  the  table  attached  "State  Aid".  It  shows  that  unless 
the  state  legislature  appropriates  enough  money  to  meet  the  obli- 
gations under  the  state  aid  law,  the  deficiency  is  taken  from  the 
smaller  state  aid  districts. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Cornish  School  Board  and  the  teachers 
for  their  kindness  and  loyalty.
